Convention for tho Rogulation. of the Postal Con- 
vention between fho United States of Ararica 

and Bel gium. , 

The Post-Office Departments of the United 
States of America and of Bslgiom, being de~ 
sirous to regulate by a now Gunrventian the 
poatal intercourse berveen the two countries, 
the undersigned, being duly authorized by 
their reapective Governments, have agreed 
upon the following articles ;— 


_ Articry I. There shall be an exchange of 
correspondence, by means of their respective 
Post Departments, between the Umted Staton 
of America and Belgium, anJ this correspond~ 
ence shall embrace: 

1. Letters, ordinary and registered, 


2. Newspapers, book-pecketg, prints of all 
kinds, (comprising mapa plans, engravings, 
drawings, photographs, litogeaphs, and ail oth« 
er like productions of mechanical p:ocessay, 
sheets of music, ete,) and patterns or cams 
ples of merchandise, includiug grains and 
seeds.

Armco: ITE Mach office shall make its owo 
arrangements fur the dispateh of its mails to 
the other ottice by regular lines of communi- 
cution, and shall, at its own cost, pay the ex- 
pense of such intermediate transportation. It 
is alzo agreed that, the cust of international 
ocean and territorial transit of the closed 
mails, between the respective frontiers, shall 
be first defrayed by that coe «uf the two de- 
partments which shall have obtained from the 
intermediaries the most favorable pecuniary 
terms for such conveyance; and any amount 
s9 advanced by one for accountof the other 
shall be promptly reimbursed. 


ArmoLx IV, The standard weight for the 
single rate of postage and rule of progression 
shail be: 


1. For letters, 15 grammes. 

2 For all other correspondence mentioned 
in the second paragraph of the firat article, 
that which each Departmant shall adopt for the 
mails which it dispatches to the other, adapted 
tothe convenience and habits of its interior 
administration. 

But each office shall give notice to the other 
of the atundard weight it adopts, and of any 
subsequent charges thereof, 

The rule of progression shall always be an 
additional single rate for each additional single 
weight or fraction thereof.
